OHRIST'S LAST MEAL OR 8UPPER.-WAS 
IT THE PASSOVER? 

E. K. TEETER. 

I will, first, bríefly defint the word 
Passover, as in Brown's Kncyclopedia: 
"A solemn festival of the Jews, in mem- 
ory of their coming otit of Kgypt. M 'l'he 
primary meaning of the word has been 
well defined by brothcr I. ]). Unwinan, 
and I will point out only a few of its ap- 
plications, as found in the Üld and New 
Testaments. I will not take into consid- 
era tion the verbal form ofthc \\*n<\ pascha, 
but only as used in its noniual applica- 
tions.- In this forní it is used in two dif- 
ferent senses, or meaning-; unly. 

1. It is used to refer to the lamb, nr 
that which was sacrificed on the t4th 
day. Mark 14 : \i ; Luke iz : 7 ; 1 Cor. 
5 : 7- 

2. The word Pas surer is used to refer 
to the seven days feast, including the 
tirae of the sacrifice on ihe t4th, which 
day the Evangetists call the "first day of 
unleavened bread " Dcut 16: 13; John 
13 : t, t, 13, 1 1 : 55 ; Luke 22: 1. 

There never was a lawful "Jews" Pass- 
over," or "Lord's passover" kept without 
the paschal tneal to eat on the tjtli.being 
the day of unleavened bread. John 2 : 
13 and ti : 55. The Passover is twire 
called the Jews* Passover. But as I de- 
sire to economize space, I ptefer, not to 
make nutnberless quotations, where a few 
references will suthce ; nor make lengthy 
statements from commentaries, Josephus 


or other history when there are enough 
Bible facts or evidences to establish a 
claim, as well without such external evi- 
dence as with it, knowíng that such 
lengihy discussions are as likely to con- 
fttse as to enlighten ihe understanding of 
the readers. While Josephus, does not, 
materially tlifíer with our interpretation of 
the Bible, hisown statements, in some in- 
stances are cotiflicting nevertheless, and 
in that case arc useless. At any rate 
brother L D. Bowman has quoted enough 
of that. However he has ably defended 
some of the claimsor views which wehold 
in common ; but there are some points 
that are not yet made clear ; these I wiil 
endeavor to set forth, as I get to ihem ; 
for I consider them of too much impor- 
tance to pass them by without further 
notice. They are not points of difference 
among the brethren only, but among oth- 
er denominations, and the morè light that 
can be thrown upon l hem the better for us 
and them. 1 1 '/ten 7i'as Chrisl's /ast tneal r 
On what day of the month ? 

"Now on the first day of unleavened 
bread the disciples came to Jesús, saying, 
where wilt thou that we make read,y for 
thee to eat the Passover." Matt. 26: 17. 
(R. Vi) So Mark 14 : 12 ; Luke 22:7. 
"Now when even was come he was sitting 
at meat with the twelve." Matt. 26 : 20. 
This proves that it was on the 1 4th, and 
not on the first day of the feast of unleav- 
ened bread which was always on the 1 5 Lh 
of the month Abib. The 1 5th was also 
called the fitst day of the feast of the 
Passover. John 13 i 1. Christ was cru- 
cilied on the preparalion day. John 19 1 
42. TJiat was always the i4th. "Then 
laid they him in the sepulcher because it 
was the preparalion day." Hence he was 
crucified on that day, and that was the 
day on which the paschal lamb was sacri- 
fied according to the law of Moses. 
Therefore, as Christ ate his last nieal on 
the night of the 1 4th he ate that meal 
about 2i hours before the "appointed 
time" by the law, on the 1 51b.

Was thai last meal the lawful Passover? 
Now if Christ ale that meal in the begin- 
ning of the 1410 of ihe tuonth, aboul 21 
hours before "the appointed títnc" by the 
law, ( the Hible day begiuning at 6 o'clock 
in the evetiing) then, it may be asked, 
How could Christ eat the lawful Passover? 
Whereas "Christ came, not to destroy the 
l.aw, but 10 fulfill." This I will now con- 
sider : 

1, I will ask the questien, if, as we be- 
lieve, Christ untlerstood his niission, 
would any reasonable man or woman be- 
lieve that Christ did not eat the Passover 
after saying "I shall" — "will eat it." 


"With desire I have desired to eat this 
Passover with you before I suffer ?" 

2. Would any reasonable man or wo- 
man say that if Christ ate the Passover on 
the night of the betrayal, that he violated 
the same law that "He came to fulfill?" 

3. Would any reasonable man or wo- 
man that believes that Jesús Christ was 
the Son of Cod, say that Christ did not 
do what he was comtnanded, after saying, 
"I came to do my Father's will." John 
6: 38. And saying, "My Father gave me 
a cotnmandment, what I should speakand 
what I should say, and I know that His 
commandtnent is life everlasting. John 
12 : 49, .50. 

The Bible is either true or unlrue. And 
if we believe it, then why not receive it. 
Too many are 'not willing to take Cod at 
His word. And todeny that Jesús Christ 
ate the lawful Passover is equivalent to 
denying Jesús Christ. For he says, *T 
an the way. the life and the truth." We 
have it in Christ'sown words by Matthew, 
Mark and Luke that He said "I shall eat 
it," and after they had seated themselves 
to eat, Christ said "I will not any morè 
eat thereof, (correct translation) which is 
equivalent to saying, after eating it this 
tirae, I will not again eat thereof unlil it 
be "fulfilled in the Kingdom of Cod." 
Now as Christ is the truth, this is truth. 
Paul says, "Let Cod be true." Hence it 
is a fact that Christ did eat the Passover 
on the night of the betrayal. 

How may this be reconciled with the 
time appointed by the law? 

1. It was impossible for Christ, with 
his disciples, to keep or e.tt the Passover 
at the "appointed time" by the law, and 
Christ hitnself be sacrificed or crucified 
and expired three hours before the time 
appointed by the law to eat the Passover, 
for He expired on the cross on the day 
and the hour appointed for the sacrifice 
of the paschal law. 

But as God never required 0)possibiIi- 
ties either of man or of Jesús Christ, he 
would always provide ways or means to do 
his will, when it would be otherwise im- 
possible to conform to His law, in this 
wise. God authorized Moses to change 
the tirae of eating the Passover from the 
time of the first monih to the same time 
or day of the second month, when there 
were "rertain men who were defiled by 
the dead body of a man " Num 9 ; 617 
So also 'jnder the reígn of Hezekiah, 
"when the priests had not sumciently 
sanctified themselves." II Chron. ^ : 1- 
20. "And the Lord hcirkened to Heze 
kiah." Cod here again auth»riíïed the 
change of time for keeping the Passover, 
adapting the tim; to the occasion when it 
was impossible tu keep the Passover a
